Republicans Break Into Loud 
Applause When Chairman 
Payne Presents Conference 
“Report---Payne Says He Does 
Not Wish to Cut Off Debate 
Unnecessarily. 


Washington, July 30.—Entering upon 
the last stages of its consideration by 
congress, the tariff bill, as reported by 
the conferees, was submitted today to 
the house by Chairman Payne and or- 
dered printed in the Congressional! Rec- 
ord. Discussion of the conference re- 
port will begin at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning, the indications being that but 
a day will suffice for its adoption. 

There was apparent on all sides a 
feeling of relief that the long drawn 
®ut contest was about to come to a 
close, even though it had brought its 
disappointments, and in many instances 
sadness and gloom, the republicans 
breke into loud applause when Chair- 
man Payne presented the conference 
report, ag he did a minute or two after 
the house convened. Under the rule. 
it went over until tomorrow for print- 
ing in the record. 

Early Disposal eof Report. 

Agetn the republicans .applauded 
when Mr. Payne said he hoped to dis- 
pose of the report before the house ad- 
journs tomorrow. He did not wish, he 
said. to cut off debate unnecessarily. 
Not a single voice was heard in objec- 
tion to a motion by him that for the 
purpoge of giving ample time for dis- 
cussion the house shall meet at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning.

‘ed up to the spétaker’s desk the bulky

tention of congress for four:and a half 
months, and then the republicans broke 
out into loud applause. Tomorrow's 
proceedings will be opened with an ex- 
haustive statement in explanation of 
the bill. 

With the conference report out of the 
way for the time being, the hduse for 
nearly an hour and a half wrangied 
over some resolution increasing the 
clerical and labor farce of the capitol. 
, Adjournment was taken at 1:52 p. m. 

President Taft Pleased. 

President Taft expressed himself to- 
day as immensely pleased with tle 
tariff -bill as it was finally agreed to 
by the conferees last evening. It is 
known that he is not entirely satisfied 
with all of the bill, and told several 
of his callers today that it would be 
the greatest miracie of the age if a 
tariff bill could be designed that would 
please everybody. 

The president declared that there 
were a gyeat many things about the 
bill that he was delighted to have had 
2 part in, and that he wouid be equal- 
ly delighted to sign and defend the 
measure in its finished state. 

Without attempting to go, into de- 
tail, the president today declared that 
in @ great many ways the new tariff 
law will be a marked improvement over 
the Dingley act. 

The president pointed out as great 
forward steps the enactment of the 
Philippine tariff, the corporation tax. 
the establishment of a customs court. 
the adoption of the new maximum and 
minimum provisions, the establishment 
of a commission to advise the presi- 
dent in the operation of the maximum 
and minimum clause and on matters 
generally connected with the tariff. 

“Proceeding on the theory -that the 
bill «marks a general downward tend- 
ency:from the present rates of duty,” 
Mr, Payne presented, but did not read, 
an exhaustive analysis of its pro- 

visions. is statement, he said; had 
been prepared by himself, and he asked 
to have it printed as an official docu- 
ment. There was objection, howéver, 
from the democratic side and the priat- 
ing was prevented for the timé. In 
this statement Mr. Payne undertook 
to show that there had been a marked 
decrease in the rates on the necessi- 
tiés of life, while admitting that there 
had been an incréase on some of the 
luxuries. .

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SENATE DEMOCRATS HOT 
OVER CONFERENCE REPORT 


Washington, July 
Senate Democrats who are hot 
in the collar over the restoration of 
cotton bagging to the dutiable list by 
the tariff conferees, have called a con- 
ference of minority senators tomorrow 
morning, when a plan of action will 
be agreed upon. Senator Clay declared 
today that he was willing to stay 
here another month if necessary to 
register the opposition of the minority 
against the action of the conferees 
Senator Bacon is nonetheless indig- 
nant over this discrimination against 
a great southern interest, and both he 
and Senator Clay expect to speak in 
the senate with reference to this sub- 
ject. 

Speaking of the conference report, 
Senator Clay said: “There are no re- 
ductions for the people on woolen and 
cotton goods, on sugar and the other 
necessities of life, while the Dingley 
rates on hosiery and gloves are main- 
tained. The reductions on hides con- 
stitute less than three hundredths part 
of the bill, which is considered the 
greatest farce ‘for downward revision 
ever attempted in this country.

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FILM FAMINE THREATENS 
MOVING PICTURE SHOWS 


What is declared will wipe out a 
number of moving picture shows, not 
Only in At rt put throughout the 
pty is the or Yesued recently 
y the Interstate Com e Commis- 
sion, at Washington, effet b on Sun- 
day, August |, regarding thé method 
by which moving picture films are 
to be boxed for express, and which 
will, in many instances, increase the 
cost as much as 300 per cent. The 
order was issued on a complaint by the 
express companies. 

The moving picture managers in At- 
lanta are up in arms over the matter, 
and declare that it will seriously in- 
jure the business. 

The Chicago Film Exchange, with 
Offices in’the Candler building, Orren 
F, Woody, manager, through Attorney 
W. R. Tichenor, will today apply to 
Judge W. T. Newman, of the United 
States federal court, for an injunction 
temporarily restraining this order un- 
til the courts can pass upon the merits 
of the commission’s ruling. 

Film Exchanges Active. 

This is one of the largest film ex- 
changes in the country, being capital- 
ized at a half million dollars and with 
branches in every large city in the 
country. 

The Atlanta Film Exchange, too, an- 
other large supply house, will be affect- 
ed by this order. 

In addition to these two houses there 
are a number of moving picture show 
managers here who get their films, 
daily, from ~ film exchange in SDir- 
mingham, and they wtil feel the raise 
at an increase of about 200 per cent. 

There are fourteen moving picture 
shows in Atlanta now,;yand each of 
them puts on from two to five hew 
films daily. 

The Chicago Film Exchange ships, 
daily, and also receives about 100 films. 
The Atlanta Film Exchange does ap- 
proximately the same business, and 
there are from ten to twenty new films 


received from Birmingham each 
and returned. 

“We have not the required boxes,” 
explained Mr. Woody, “and it will 
take some time to get them. It will 
hurt the moving picture show business, 
80 poular now, as nothing else will. 
We are going to fight this order in 
the courts.” 

Order of Commission. 


The order in. regard to these films, 
as issued by the commission, is ag fo}- 
lows: 

“Moving Picture Films—Accept only 
when in heavy metal cases (excepting 
tin) inclosed in wooden boxes. 

“They must bear a label printed on 
red paper not less than 3 inches square, 
reading as fallows: . 

“‘Moving Picture Films—Must not 
be loaged or stored near a radiator, 
stove or other source of heat.’”’ 

In their plea for the ruling, the ex- 
press companies cited two cases of re- 
cent happening, one of which took 
place about two months ago. Several 
films were being shipped from Kansas 
City., Mo., to Aberdeen, Kan., last June 
over the Southern Pacific railroad, and 
while en route an explosion occurred 
on the express car. ang an express mes. 
sengér was severely injured. The other 
was the destruction of an express car 
in Virginia about a year ago and in 
both instances the express companies 
charged the damage to the films, claim- 
ing that they, in some. unaccountable 
manner, caught fire, resulting in, sev- 
eral thousand dollars loss. 

In their petition requesting a ruling 
on the handling of the films, they 
charge that the films were of a high 
combustible character, therefore hard 
and dangerous to handle, and extreme- 
ly perilous to the handling of other 
matter contained in the cars, as well 
as liable, through thair destruction, 
to cause serious damage to life, as 
well as property. 

With no hearing from the film com- 
panies and others interested, the com- 
mission passed the order, to become 
effective August |}.

July 30.—Central Mex- 
ico. from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and from Ouerato, on the north, to 
Oaxaca, on’ the south, a distance cover- 
ing more than 1,000 square miles, was 
shaken % an early hour today by a se- 
ries of the most severe earthquake 
shocks felt in this region for the past 
quarter of a century. Reports telling 
of the loss of life are as yet incom- 
plete, but the official figures tonight 
show that fourteen were killed out- 
right, while more than a score were 
mortally injured. The towns of Aca- 
pulca and Chilpancingo, in the state of 
Guerrero, have been partially de- 
stroyed. Communication with this part 
of the republic of Mé@xico* has been 
imperfectly established.

Acéording to the observatory records 
here, the first shock of the series was 
felt at 4:16 o'clock this morning, the 
rocking, oscillatary in character, being 
from the east to the southwest. It 
was very severe, causing the bells of 
the many catherdals of the city to toll, 
breaking crockery and, in some in- 
stances, leveling walls. The inhabi- 
tants of the city had barely recovered 
from the fright occasioned by this phe- 
nomena when a second and more sevgre 
shock caused an outpouring of nearly

The Alexander amendment to the 


general tax act, putting greater re- 
strictions and increased taxes upon 
the sale of imitation beer in Georgia, 
was yesterday morning adopted by the 
house of representatives affer a three- 
hours’ fight, by a vote of 86 to 78. 

The house first adopted, by a vote of 
71 to 56, an amendment by Mr. Boyd, 
of Spalding, exempting domestic wines 
from the operation of the law. He said 
he ‘believed the people of his county 
wanted housewives to, be permitted 
to makeine and cordials from their 
own grapes and berries. An amend- 
ment by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, prohibiting 
near beer saloons outside of cities and 
towns, was adoptéd. 

The vote on Mr. Boyd's amendment 
came as somewhat of a surprise” to 
Mr. Alexander, and he sought to have 
the house reconsider its action, bul 

was ruled out of order by Speaker 
Holdér, as the previous question had 
already been called on the section and 
pending amendments. 

The next move in the near beer fight 
will come when the house meets Mon- 
day morning and resumes the consid- 
eration of the tax act. The prohibi- 
tionists will endeavor to have the 
Boyd amendment in reference -to do- 
mestic wines stricken from the Alex- 
ander amendment, which they will 
then endeavor to have adopted for the 
section as it now stands in the tax 
act.

Washington, July 30.—Orville Wright 
this evening attained the zenith of 
hard-earned success. In @ ten-mile 
cross-country flight in the famous 
aeroplane, built by himself and his 
elder brother, Wilbur, ang accom- 
panied by Lieutenant Benjamin D. 
Foulcis, of the signal corps, 
only surpassed the speed requirements 
of his contract with the United States 
government, but accomplished the most 


ned for a heavier-than-air flying ma- 
chine. Incidentally, he broke all speed 
records over a measured course. And’ 
he established, beyond dispute, the! 
practicability of an aeroplane in time 
of peace and in time of war. 
What Wright Machine Did. 

His speeqd was over 42 miles an 
hour; he made the ten-mile flight from 
Fort Myer and back in 14 minutes and 
42 seconds, including the more than 
twenty seconds required for the turn 
beyond the line at Shuter Hill, the, 
southern end of the course. He at-. 
tained a height in crossing the valley; 
or Four Mile Run of nearly 500 feet, 
and the average altitude of his practi-, 
cally ievel courge was about 
}above the ground. 
President Taft. who has become

A resolution by Mr. Anderson,

How the Lines Were Drawn. 

Partisan lines were not closely 
drawn in the vote. At least two sena- 
tors who supported Governor Brown in 
the last campaign voted for the re. 
moval of the chairman of the railroad 
commission because 6f the bond trans. 
actions; while two others who were 
strong supporters of Governor Smith 
—Senators Longley and Matthews— 
were Chairman McLendon’s most ard- 
ent champions upon the floor of the 
senate. 

Outside of these and possibly one or 
two other instances, however, the 
Smith men voted against McLendon 
and the Brown men for his retention 
in office. 

Some of the former governor's 
friends in the senate have stated free- 
ly in private conversation that they 
would not have voted to remove the 
chairman from office upon the gov- 
ernor’s charges, but that they felt 
compelled to do so under the disclos. 
in connection with the bond 
transactions. 


New Depends Upen House. 

The fate of the chairman of the 
commission now depends upon the 
house of representatives, which will 
take the question up as a special order 
immediately following its disposition 
of the general appropriations bill next 
week. 

According tp repert at the capitol, 
the house stands anywhere from two 
to four to one against the suspended 
commissioner, and the general belief

Commissioner McLendon has no hope 
of the retention of his office so far as 
this general assembly is concerned, 
and that if he follows the matter any 
further it must be in the courts.

Many Senators Explain Votes, 

Much interest was manifested in the 
vote in the cenate, and although de- 
bate was shut off under the previous 
vote in the senate, and although de- 
bate was found in the senate rule 
which gives éach senator ten minutes 
in which to explain his vote. Probably 
half of the members of the senate took 
advantage of this rule, and although 
the voting began soon after the sen- 
ate met at 10 o'clock, it was 1:15 
p. m. before it was concluded and the 
result announced, 

The g@llery of the senate and the 
space back of the railing on the sen- 
ate floor were crowded all the morn- 
ing with interested spectators. 

How the Senators Voted. 

It will be recalled that there were 
twenty-four votes in the senate 
Thursday against the substitute reso- 
lution which pronounced against re- 
moval. Two of these, Senators Me- 
Clure and Patterson, voted against the 
removal of Chairman McLendon, but 
Senator Cates, who stood for removal 
and who was .not present on Thursday, 
came in, giving the anti-McLendon 
forces a total of twenty-three votes.

On Bond Deal Only. 

Senator Callaway, of the twenty- 
ninth, who was a supporter of Govern- 
or Brown, in explaining his vote, said 
he wanted it clearly understood that 
he would not vote to remove the com- 
missioner under the charges made by 
Governor Smith. He did not consider 
that these charges had been sustained. 
He voted for removal, he said, purely 
on accoant of the bond transaction in 
which Chairman McLendon engaged. 

Senator Calhoun declared that the

One ,railroad 
cSmmissioner was suspended two years 
ago and the order of suspension sealed 
the political doom of the man who 
signed it. he declared. 


Said It Was a Conspiracy. 

Senator Day declared the senate had 
no right to assume judicial functions. 
this being prohibited by the constitu- 
tion. Yet the senate had organized it- 
self into a court in this case and was 
sitting in judgment upon the accused. 
The senate is asked to override the 
verdict of the people, rendered at the 
polis; it’s nothing short of revolution. 
he asserted. 

“This is a conspiracy unauthorized 
by law for the purpose of depriving 
this man of an office which belongs 
to him by the will of the people. 

“He did nothing wrong in the bond 
transaction; he did what he did to help 
a friend, and a man who would go 
back on a friend would sell the Savior 
for less money than did Judas.” 


Meetinas Held at Night. 

Senator Griffith pointed te the fact 
that Senator Perry, who was opposed 
to Mr. McLendon. stated on the floor 
that Mr. McLendon had violated no law. 
He declared Mr. McLendon had done 
nothing culpable, and he defied any 
senator to point out from the evidence 
any violation of law on his part. Sen- 
ator Griffith referred to “meetings held 
in this town in the nighttime” for the 
purpose of bringing about the removal 
of Chairman McLendon. 

Senator Harrell, replying to other 
senators, declared the senate had full 
authority to act in this case, and as- 
serted that the evidence established 
clearly that Chairman McLendon had 
violated the law by dealing in railroad 
bonds. He said he sympathized with 
Mr. ‘McLendon, but he did not propose 
to violate. his oath of office as a sena- 
tor because Mr. McLendon had vio- 
lated his. Senator Harrell asked why. 
if he was trying to help Hoke Smith. 
he did not “publish the fact that he had 
sold $25,000 of the Athens railway 
bonds in May before the primary. 

“Tl am here today to set a precedent,” 
he said. “I am here to set a prece- 
dent of removing from office any man 
who swears to do even justice be- 
tween the corporations and the people, 
and then goes to hobnobbing with rail- 
road presidents and bank cashiers and 
ramming money into his pockets.” 

Protest Against a “Crime.” 

Senator Irwin. said he proposed to 
enter a protest against a crime about 
to be perpetrated, which he consid- 
ered one of the worst in the history 
of the state. If Chairman McLendon 
had violated a law or committed a 
crime, then he should at least be ac-

Day on his republican politics, and 
said he didn’t see how a man believ- 
ing in republican principles could iIn- 
voke the spirit of Bob Toombs. If 
Bob Toombs were here today, he said,

Longley’s Strong Speech. 

Senator Longley, of the thirty- 
seventh, a strong supporter of Hoke 
Smith in both his campaigns, again 
made a strong appeal in Chairman 
McLendon’'s behalf, declearing the evi- 
dence showed no violation of law, be- 
cause street railroad bonds are spe- 
cificalfy excepted from the prohibition 
as to bond transactions on the part 
of commissioners. 

In closing the explanation of 
vote, Senator Longley said: 

“If this resolution js adopted, then 
be it/known to the people of Georgia 
that S. G. McLendon, an innocent and 
honored Georgian, elected by the peo- 
ple railroad commissioner, has been 
degradeq without having violated the 
law, dishonored by the senate of 
Georgia, deprived of his office because 
he dared to stand by his oath, and 
because he differed with the ,govern- 
or. If he made mistakes it is not 
disputed the mistakes were honest. 
Without a scintilla of evidence tending 
to show his motives were other than 
an earnest purpose to be fair and just 
to the people, and fair ang just to the 
railroads: without the right given 
him to plead his cause before the 
men who tried him; crucified to satisfy 
a partisan political clamor; made a 
scapegoat to béar away the sins of his 
enemies, the reasons given for his sus- 
pension would vanish as trifles, light 
as air, befo any respectable court 
in the land.” No senator “has claimed 
he violated the law; that he was cor- 
rupt, or that his character is tarnish- 
ed or that he is incompetent, but the 
spirit of the cry against him has seem- 
ed to be, ‘Let his blood be _ upon us 
and our children.’ re 

“He will appeal from the decision 
of this tribunal to the honest-hearted 
men of Georgia, who will vindicate 
him as they have vindicated his pred- 
ecessor.

Sena- 
tor Murray. read from the evidence in 
support of this statement. 

Senator Mathews said he could not 
conceive of a more unfair way of put- 
ting a man on trial for a serious of- 
fense. He declared that the governor's 
charges and the bond transaction could 
not properly and legally be considered 
together. Senator Mathews charged 
that Senator Burwell, chairman of the 
committee, wae one of those determined 
to convict McLendon, and seeing that 
he .couldn’t do s0 under Governor 
Smith’s charges, insisted upon com- 


| bining the bond transaction with the 
, Sov ernor’s message, as the only means 
‘of bringing about removal. 


Burwell Makes Reply. 

Senator Burwell at once arose to a 
question of personal privilege, .declar- 
ing his position throughout had been 
an entirely consistent one. Senator 
Mathews disclaimed any intention of 
reflecting upon Senator Burwell. Sen- 
ator Burwell spoke in defense of his 
position that the senate is disqualified 
to consider impeachment charges since 
it has received the evidence On the 
bond transaction, and decided to con- 
sider it. He would make the point of 
disqualification himself, if impeach- 
ment charges were preferred. -This 
being the case, the evidence in connec- 
tion with the bond transaction was 
simply cumulative against the commis- 
sioner. 


Sentiment of the Inquisition. 


Senator Mathews then continued ex- 
plaining his vote, saying Mr. McLendon 
was arraigned upon one charge, and 
about to be convicted upon another. 
This was shown from the statement 
of Senator Callaway, of the twenty- 
ninth. He declared the sentiment 
which would remove McLendon because 
of his vote on port rates, because of a 
difference of opinion on a public poli- 
cy, is the same sentiment which sent 
men to the stake during the Spanish 
inquisition. Senator Mathews declared 
Mr. McLendon had not sought to con- 
ceal the bond transaction; that he had 
done nothing of an illegal nature. He 
declared the governor could not law- 
fully have suspended Mr. McLendon 
on the ground that he had at one time 
dealt in the bonds of the Athens street 
railway, . because Mr. McLendon re- 
moved the disqualification, if there was 
any, as he was permitted to do under 
the law. 

Senator McCurry, in explaining his 
vote, mdde an eloquent appeal in be- 
half of Chairman McLendon. When 
ten minutés had expired the senate 
refused, by a vote of 14 to 8, to extend 

‘genator’s time. Senator MeCurry 
nid he was not surprised at the sen- 
ate’s unfairness. 

Senator Patterson, explaining his 

te, seid, after consideration of the 
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no law in connection with the Athens 
railway bond transaction. 
Effort te “Whitewash.” 

Senator Perry said there had been 
an attempt to whitewash Chairman 
McLendon in connection with the 
Athens bond transaction. He made an 
argument seeking to establish Mr. Mc- 
Lendon's guilt in this connection. He 
characterized it as a gross breach of 
propriety and morality even if not a 
technical violation of law. 

Senator Slater said, in explaining his 
vote, he did not expect to change the 
mind of a single senator. The minds 
of some senators, he said, had evident- 
ly been made up before they heard the 
evidence. He declared the pending res- 
olution was in the nature of a bill of 
attainder, which is prohibited by the 
constitution. This case is in the na- 
ture of a political trial, he said. 

“If members of a jury in a court of 
law were wined and dined by the 
prosecution, a mistrial would be 
promptly declared,” said Senator Sla- 
ter. 

If Governor Smith had wanted to find 
out about these bond transactions, Sen- 
ator Slater declared, he should have 
gone to the president of the bank or 
to Vice Presideat Pattesson, and not 
to some clerk. 

Discussing port rates, Senator Slater 
said Governor Smith, according 
to the evidence, was just as recreant 
to the Macon platform as Mr. McLena- 
don. If Mr. McLendon should be re- 
moved on that account, Governor Smith 
ought also to be impeached, he de- 
clared. 

Senator Womble considered removal 
mandatory under the law when a com- 
missioner owns or deals in railway 
bonds. He believed the chairman had 
had a fair and impartial trial. 

The vote was then concluded and 
the result announced.

in the tax laws of the state. 

What Would Have Resulted. 

That the result of the higher occu- 
pation tax, which in the case of some 
of the larger corporations would have 
run as high as $1,000, would have been 
to drive hundreds of such corporations 
out of Atlanta was freely predicted 
by business men in touch with the 
situation. The state would have stood 
to lose in revenue instead of gaining, 
for, while there is no objection to 
paying the tax now imposed, many 
would have moved away in preference 
to paying the increased tax. 

These corporations could have con- 
tinued to do business in Georgia with- 
Out paying an occupation tax, but 
they would have had to move their 
Offices to some other city, located in a 
State less hostile. There are plenty of 
southern cities which would have been 
Blad to welcome every office driven 
out of Georgia. Some of the more 
enterprising were already moving in 
the matter and a number of large 
corporations with branch offices in 
Atlanta had been notified by commer- 
ciai bodies in other cities that if they 
were forced to leave Atlanta they 
would be assured a warm welcome 
with no danger of such a tax. 

Atlanta business men felt that there 
Was no real danger of such a pro- 
vision being put in the tax act, but 
it was different with many of the 
representatives of large corporations 
with offices in Atlanta.

His explanation was 
that some question had been raised 
as to whether this legislature could 
constitutionally apply the proceeds of 
a tax levied at a special session called

Original law. 

In other words, the extra session of 
last summer enacted a law taxing near 
beer as a means of supporting the 
state convicts. Some lawyers in the 
house feel that the tax act should be 
re-enacted at a regular session and 
then amended by providing that the 
proceeds should be available for the 
general fund. 

Mr. Reid has already introduced a 
bill re-enacting the near beer tax bill, 
He explained that in putting the pro- 
vision in the general tax act, the com. 
mittee did so as a revenue measure 
and without any thought that it would 
precipitate a fight. 

Barbecue to Speaker Holder. 

When the house met an invitation 
the extra session of last summer.

Of course, the pro- 
hibitionists may also succeed in 
amending that measure by grafting 
on it the Alexander bill. 

Prohibitionists Are Divided. 

A number of members, who an- 
nounced themselves firm prohibition- 
ists, who had always loyally support- 
ed every measure in the interest of 
prohibition, voted against the Alexan- 
der amendment, saying they were 
elected on a pledge to their people 
that they would not permit the pro- 
hibition law to be weakened 0or 
changed. They felt bound by this 
pledge to oppose the prohibition bill 
of Mr. Alexander. 

“Just so certain as you tamper with 
this law, we anti-prohibitionists will 
have our inning,” warned Mr. Ellis, of 
Bibb, who stated quite frankly that 
he had never been a prohibitionist.

INEAR BEER REGULATIONS 
IN ALEXANDER AMENDMENT 


The Alexander prohibition bill adopt- 
ed as an amendment to Section 7 of 
the general tax act in the house of 
representatives yesterday increases the 
license tax on manufacturers and 
wholesale dealers in near beer to 
$1,000, and the tax on retail! dealers to 
$500, payable quarterly. It further 


places many additional restrictions 
upon holders of such licenses. 

The bill provides that: 

A license tax shall be paid quarterly 
in advance by every manufacturer, 
wholesaler, warehouseman and dealer 
in near beer and other imitation 


; Campbell, 


liquors. For manufacturers and ware- 
housemen the tax is made $250 for each 
quarter. In the amendment as origin- 
ally written Mr, Alexander had made 
the tax $1,000 per quarter, but changed 
this before offering his amendment. 
On retail dealers the license tax is 
made $125 for each quarter. 

Applications to take out a license 
and pay this tax must be made in 
writing to the ordinary of the county 
where the business is to be carried 
on and shall state which of the three 
classes of business the applicant de- 
sires to engage in, whether manufac- 
ture, wholesale or retail. The applica- 
tion must be signed, sworn and sub- 
scribed to by the applicant. Further- 
more, he is required to give bond in 
the sum of $5,000 that he will not vio- 
late the terms of the prohibition law 
of August 6, 1907, 

Applicant shall state that he has 
not in the preceding quarter vio- 
lated the prohibition law nor sold any 
beverages prohibited by the law. 

He shall further agree that his place 
may be visited and inspected at any 


’ appear. 


time by the sheriff or his deputy, 
with or without an order from the 
judge of the superior court, and that 
samples of beverages sold may be 
taken for inspection and analysis to 
see that they are not prohibited bev- 
erages. Refusal to permit this will 
work a revocation of the license. 

The ordinary tis authorized to re- 
fuse to grant any license, and it is 


provided that he shall in no case grant / 


a license unless the same is consented 
to in writing by all the land owners 
adjoining the place for which the li- 
cense is sought, and until notice has 
been published for two weeks in the 
newspaper in which the sheriff's sales 
In case of the revocation of 
any license no money shall be re- 
funded. 

The fee of the ordinary for issuing 
licenses is fixed at $2.50. The test of 
whether or not a beverage is made in 
imitation of beer or liquor shall not 
depend upon the quantity of alcohol 
it contains or whether or not it is in- 
toxicating. If it is similar in composi- 
tion, taste or appearance to liquor it 
shall be held to be an imitation, keep- 
ing in view the prohibition law, 

Every container of such liquor must 
have stamped upon itt the name of the 
manufacturer and a correct chemical 
analysis of its contenta. 

Violations of this provision is made 
punishable as for a misdemeanor. 

If any licensee is convicted of violat- 
ing the prohibition law, he shall for- 
feit his license and be forever de- 
barred from securing another, or from 
working for any person in the same 
business. The violation of this pro- 
vision is to be punished by the for- 
feiture of the employer’s license.

{GAIN IN POSTAL RECZIPTS. 


Rome Office Has Doubled in 
Last Ten Years. 


Rome, Ga.,- July 30—(Speciai.)— 
Rome’s steady and almost sensational 
growth for the past ten years is best 
told by the figures obtained from the 
Rome postoffice, which reveal that the 
postal receipts for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1909, were more than 
double the record for the year ending 
June 30, 1899, and that an increase of 
$100 a month is shown, as compared 
with the figures for 1908. 

Ths receipts for the past year 
amounted to $37,530.03, while ten 
years ago for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, the record was $18,281.99, an 
increase of $19,248.00, or 105 per cent. 
The figures for the year ending June

Wines and liquor. schedule was tin- 
creased throughout to 15 per cent over 
the Dingley rates. 

The cotton schedule was recoastruct- 
ed and readjusted to bring the duties 
up to those collected during the first 
four years of the operation of the 
Dingley law, and to the rates then col- 
lected under that law. 

Since that time the rates have been 
lowered in some cases from 60 to 6 per 
cent by court decisions. These new 
rates, Mr. Payne explained, are equiv- 
alent to an addition, on the whole, of 

per cent ad valorem increase over 
that collected under the present law 
for last year. 

Cotton hosiery, valued at not more 
than $! pgpr dozen, is increased from 
50 to 75 cents per dozen pairs: more 
than $! and less than $1.50 per dozen 
pairs from 60 cents to 85 cents per 
dozen pairs: more than $1.50 and not 
more than $2. from 70 cents to 90 cents 
per dozen pairs. 

The remaining rates on stockings are 
the same ac under the present law.

There was a general reduction in 
Carpets and mats, 

A reduction from 20 cents to I5 cents 
is made in hydraulic hose. Oil cloth, 
including linoleum, was reduced about 
one-third. 

There was practically no change in 
the wool schedule from the rates of 
the Dingley law, but there was a re- 
adjustment between tops and yarns and 
& small decrease on cloths with a cot- 
ton warp. 

Mechanically ground wood pulp was 
exempted from duty and placed on 
the free list. with a provision for a 
countervailing duty against Canada. 
The lower grade of printing paper 
Was reduced from $6 to $3.75 per ten, 
and the higher grade from $8 to $3.75. 
There was an increase on surface-coat- 
ed paper and lithographic prints, in- 
cluding post cards and cigar labels. 

Bituminous coal g0es down from 67 
cents to 45 cents per ton and there 
are reductions on gunpowder, matches 
and cartridges, agricultural implements 
are cut from 20 to 15 per cent ad va- 
lorem. Hides were placed on the free 
list. while the rate on band and sole 
leather is reduced from 20 per cent to 
5 per -cent ad valorem on dressed 
leather from 20 per cent to’10 per 
cent: boots and shoes from 25 per cent 
to 10 ner cent. 

Fireworks WIll Coat More. 

Fireworks are increased from 20 per 
cent ad valorem to 12 cents per pound; 
weariffg apparel made of fur from 36 
to er cent, and the higher class of 
jewelry from 60 per cent to 85 per 
cent ad valorem; pencil lead is given 
specific rates instead of ad valorem 
rates with a slight increase. For the 
first time moving. picture films are 
named specifically in a tariff law. The 
bill gives them a positive rate of one 
and one half centg per foot. 

Petroleum, crude and refined, includ- 
ing kerosene, gasoline, naphtha: ben- 
zine and similar petroleum products 
are made free of duty and are left 
even without a countervailing duty. 

The Dingley rates on women’s and 
children’s gloves are allowed to stand. 
The only change is a reduction on 
schmaschen gloves not over 14 inches

in length; on which the rate is made |, 


features of the bill which were adopt- 
ed in the senate were accepted by the 
conferees. They include a new max- 
imum and minimum feature, a corpora- 
tion tax law instead of the inheritance 
tax adopted by the house, authorization 
for a bond issue to raise money to 
bulld the Panama canal as well as nu- 
merous other features. 

The maximum and minimum pro- 
vision prescribes duties in accordance 
with the rates named in the dutiable 
list until March 31, 1910, when 25 per 
cent ad valorem is to be added auto- 
matically as the maximum duty. The 
president igs authorized to apply the 
minimum rates, however, to imports 
from a country which gives its best 
rates to the products of the United 
States; and he is made the judge ag to 
whether a foreign country accords to 
the United States treatment which is 
reciprocal and equivalent. When he 
finds that this condition exists he is 
to issue a proclamation putting in effect 
the minimum rates, and until] the time 
of the proclamation the maximum rates 
will apply. 

The president is empowered to em- 
ploy.such persons as may be réquired 
to secure information to aesist the 
president in the discharge of the au- 
ties imposed upon him and tnformation 
which will be useful to the officers of 
the government in the administration 
of the customs laws. 

The reciprocity treatv with Cuba ie 
not affected by the maximum and 
minimum provision. 

The president is empowered also to 
abrogate these recivrocity treaties 
which can be terminated by diplo- 
matic action. It is made his duty to 
give ten days’ notice after the bill 
becomes a law of his Intention to bring 
those treaties to an end. 
treaties which contain no stipulation 
ir rerard to their termination bv dinv- 
lomatic action shall be abrogated bv 
a notice of six months from the presi- 
dent to those countries, the notice dat- 
ing from April 30, 1909, on which date 
Secretary Knox notified foreign gov- 
ernments that the United States would 
soon ask them to enter Into new tariff 
regulations, 


: Free Trade Provisions. 

The Philippine free trade provision, 
which was considerably elaborated by 
the senate, provides for the free im- 
portation of all articles, “the growth 
or product of, or manufactured in the 
Philippine islands from material the 
growth or paghes of the Philippine 
islands or the United States, or buth, 
Or which do not contain foreign ma- 
terials to the value of more. than 
twenty per cent of their total value.’’ 
Rice is the only exception to the free 
provisions, but restrictions are placed 
upon sugar and tobacco. The free 
importation of sugar is limited to 
300,000 tons a year. On wrapped and 
filler tobacco when mixed, the annual 
limitation is 300,000 pounds, on filler 
tobacco 1,000,000 pounds, and on cigars, 
150,000,000. 

A provision is included in the bill 
which levies cn all articles upon which 
any foreign country pays a bounty or 
grant upon its exportation, an addi- 
tional duty equal to the amount of 
such bounty. 

lt is required that all imported ar. 
ticles capabte of being marketed 
without impairment of their value, 
shall ve stamped with the name of the 
manufacturer and the country of ori- 
gin. An elaborate provision for the 
edministration of the customs laws 
was adopted by the conferees. It is 
practically the same as that adopted 
by the senate. It is intended to pre- 
vent undervaluation of articles on 
which there is no foreign market by 
which true valyes may be ascer- 
tained. 

ProvisiOn is made for the establish- 
ment of a customs court of appeals, 
with headquarters in Washington. It 
will comprise a presiding judge and 
four associate judges et salaries of

Revenue Tax on Tobacco. 


The internal revenué tax on tobacco 
is amended, making the rates on chew- 
ing and smoking topacco 8 cents a 
pound. No change was made in the 
tax on cigars except those weighing 
under three pounds per thousand, 
which were increased from 54 to 75 
cents ai thousand. A prohibition 
ega'nst the use of coupons or special 
gift pledges is incorporated in the new 
law. 

The provision granting farmers the 
free sale of leaf tobacco places 4 
restriction on the retail dealer which 
requires him to record every sale 
amounting to two pounds or more to 
one person in one day. A number of 
other iron-clad requirements are in- 
cludeé in the re-draft of this section 
adopted by the conference committee, 
by which it was intended to prevent 
any frauds upon the internal revenues 
and at the same time give as much of 
a local market as possible to the to- 
bacco grower. The grower had con- 
tended for unrestricted sale of amounts 
up to ten pounds. 

Foreign built yachts are subjected 
to an excise tax of $7 per gross ton, 
which is to be collected annually on 
the first day of September. Every cor- 
poration, joint stock company or as- 
sociation organized for profit and every 
insurance company is required to pay 
annually an excise tax of 1 per cent 
upon its entire net income over and 
apove $6,000. This section was pre- 
pared by Attorney General Wicker- 
sham, assisted by other able lawyers 
in the administrative circle and Breat 


All other care was taken to guard against double 


taxation. It provides a form of pub- 
licity which will enable the govern- 
ment to exercise supervision over cor- 
porations. The form of returns which 
must be made by corporatioffs and 
other features of the corporation tax 
law were made public in detail during 
its consideration in the senate. It is 
estimated that from $20,000,000 to 
$30,000,000 a year will be collected un- 
der this new form of federal taxation. 


Panama Canal Bonds. 


secretary of the treasury is 
authorized to issue Panama canal 
bonds to the amount of $29,569,000, 
which sum, together with that already 
expended, equals the estimated cost 
of the Panama canal. It is not in- 
tenced that the bonds shal! be issued 
except as needed to provide money 
to carry on the work of cana' con- 
struction. The bonds are to be payable 
fiftv vears from the date of issue and 
will bear interest at a rate not @6x- 
ceeding three per cent. When the 
bonds are sold, the secretary of the 
treasury will restore to the working 
balance the $50,000,000 paid originally 
for the canal property and the canal 
zone. 

The re-enactment of the provision 
authorizing the issuance of treasury 
certificates for money borrowed to 
meet public expenditures, increases the 
amount of the authorization from 
$100,000,000 to $200,000,000. The draw- 
back provision of the Dingley 'aw is 
incorporated in the conference bili in 
lieu of the drawback of the house Dill 
which intended to permit the substitu- 
tion of domestic material in the manu- 
factured article for export to the same 
quantity that the imported material, 
upon which a drawback was obtain- 
able was used in the manufacture of 
similar articles for domestic consump- 
tion. An additional provision was 
adopted entitling users of domestic 
alcohol in the manufacture of per- 
fumery and cosmetics to secure & 
drawback of internal revenue tax to 
the amount of alcohol used in an 
exported article.

With the melt- 
ings estimated at 50,000 tons, the stocks 
at the four ports now equal about six 
weeks’ supply, so that the refiners 
are more disposed to pick up Cuban 
sugars for the fall campaign prior to 
the grinding of Louisiana cane. Javas 
are still neglected, being above the 
parity of West Indian-raws, refiners 
seeming in no hurry to make the usual 
purchases to arrive when Cuban sup- 
Plies are no longer available. This 
indifference may be explained by the 
fact that stocks of. raws a year ago in 
this country were: 45,000 tons less, 
while Cuban supplies were 50,000 tone 
shorter than at present. 

RICE—tThe rice market is still quiet. 
with buying of the usual hand-to- 
mouth order preliminary to the new 
crop movement, though some circles 
report a more active. demand, which 
they attribute to the scarcity of gar- 
den trugk and’ berries. The hot weath- 
er. hag certaini ae favorable to a 
large soamausptiee rice, and, while 
the supply here seems ample, it is 
not thought that the carry-over will be 
large.

New Orleans, . July 30.—Secretary 
Hester's statement of the world’s vis- 
ible supply of cotton, made ‘up from 
special cable and telegraphic advices, 
compares the figures of this week .with 
last week, last year and the year be- 
fore. It shows a decrease for the week 
just closed of 142,769, against a de- 
crease of 44,070 last year, and a de- 
crease of 120,615 year before last. 

The total visible is 2,482,689, against 
2,625,468 last week, and 2,077,468 last 
year, and 2,840,921 year before last. Of 
this the total of American cotton is 
1,868,689, against 1,974,458 last week, 
1,232,412 last year, and 1,705921 year 
before last, and of all other’ Kinds, 
including Egypt, Brazil, Indian, etc, 
614,000, againat 661,000 last week, 845,- 
046 last year, anq 1,135,000 year be- 
fore last. 

The total world’s ‘visible supply .of 
cotton, as above, shows a decrease com- 
pared with last week of 142,769, an in- 
crease. compared with last year of 
406,231, and a decrease compared with 
year before last of 368,232. 

Of the world’s visible supply. of 
cotton,’ as above, there is now afloat 
and held in Gkest Britain and con-
